TOWN  WARRANT 

Cheshire,  ss: 

To  the  inhabitants  of  Alstead  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
town  on  the  twelth  (12)  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1946  at  nine  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 

Art.  1.  To  choose  the  following  officers,  town  clerk, 
town  treasurer,  one  selectman  for  three  years,  tax  collector, 
overseer  of  poor,  one  or  more  road  agents,  auditors,  con- 
stables, library  trustees,  trustees  of  trust  funds,  fence  viewers, 
cemetery  committee,  sextons,  park  commissioner,  measurers  of 
wood  and  surveyors  of  lumber,  and  other  town  officers  re- 
quired by  law  or  as  the  voters  may  direct. 

Art.  2.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  ordinary  town  charges,  old  age  assistance,  and  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  poor. 

Art.  3,  To  see  what  su,ms  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  highways,  and  bridges. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  regarding 
the  purchase  of  road  equipment,  including  snow  removal  equip- 
ment and  raise  and  borrow  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
to  oil  the  village  streets. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  $608.75  for  Class  V 
roads  and  call  for  State  assistance,  the  State  to  contribute 
$2,435.01. 


Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  sell  real  estate  acquired  by  tax  sale. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  $25.00  for  water 
rent  for  the  toAvn  hall  and  watering  trough. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  the  library. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  raise  $40.00  for  ■Memorial 
Day. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  care  of  parks  and  playgrounds. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  $1,158.34  to  reduce 
state  aid  construction  notes. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  $850.00  for  street 
lights. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $77.00  (1/lOOth  of  1%  of  the  valuation  of  the 
town)  to  the  Monadnock  Region  Association  of  Southern  New 
Hampshire  for  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter, 
newspaper  and  magazine  advertising,  and  by  other  means  call- 
ing attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the 
town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  thirty-seven  towns  of  the 
Monadnock  Region. 

Art.  17.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
dig  and  maintain  water  holes  throughout  the  town  for  fire  pro- 
tection and  for  the  support  of  the  fire  company  and  for  the 
purchase  of  fire  fighting  equipment. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  town  clock. 


Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $200.00 
for  the  purchase  of  snow  fence. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  building  a  sidewalk  on  Mechanic  street,  and  raise  money 
for  the  same. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  start  a  Capital  reserve 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  elementary  school  building 
in  the  future. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Aus- 
tralian Ballot  System,  so-called. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  a  trust  fund  of 
$200.00  to  be  known  as  the  Washburn-Severense  Fund;  and  a 
fund  of  $100.00  to  be  known  as  the  Walter  E.  Wilson  Fund  to 
be  held  by  the  town  as  Cemetery  Trust  Funds. 

Art.  24.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to  pur- 
chase or  rent  and  maintain  land  for  a  public  dump. 

Art.  25.     To  hear  and  allow  accounts. 

Art.  26.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  come 
before  the  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF  THE 
SHEDD-PORTER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


As  your  librarian  I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  our  aim  to  build  up  the  general 
book  shelves  and  to  have  a  good  selection  of  both  fiction  and 
non-fiction  for  the  adult  public.  The  juvenile  department 
has  had  special  attention  this  year  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
so  many  new  juvenile  readers.  We  appreciate  also  the  con- 
tinued interest  of  the  schools'  use  of  reference  opportunities. 
We  are  glad  at  any  time  to  borrow  books  from  the  State 
Library  or  Extension  Service  if  they  are  not  available  at  our 
own  library. 

The  adventures  in  Reading  contest  had  19  readers  this 
year.  In  the  library  there  were  41  books  of  the  adult  list  and 
16  of  the  young  peoples. 

Story  Hour  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Edna  Reeder  and  had 
an  average  attendance  of  13  during  the  months  of  January 
and  February,  closing  with  a  party.  The  library  now  has  a 
portfolio  of  large  sized  reproductions  of  Mother  Goose  pic- 
tures for  use  in  Story  Hour  or  available  for  borrowing  by 
nursery  groups. 

The  index  file  at  the  back  of  the  stock  room  is  now  in  use 
and  people  desiring  pamphlets  are  urged  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  convenience. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  bulletin  board  to  be 
made  this  winter  which  will  be  a  welcome  addition  to  library 
service. 

During  Book  Week  all  primary  children  and  junior  high 
students  were  invited  to  the  library  for  book  reviews  and 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  inspect  book  displays.  This  was 
especially  desirable  for  those  who  can  not  often  come  to  the 
library. 
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Upon  receipt  of  Mrs.  Holmes  resignation  the  trustees 
appointed  Mrs.  Laura  Mae  Lane  librarian  and  her  work 
began  the  first  of  December  with  Miss  Maud  Edney  continuing 
as  assistant.

From  1933  until  his  untimely  death  Charles  D.  Dalzell 
faithfully  and  competently  served  the  schools  of  Supervisory 
Union  No.  60.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
district,  on  the  12th  of  March,  1946  at  1:00  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school 
board  and  truant  officers,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officer  or  agent  in  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees, 
or  officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  agents,  auditors,  and  committees,  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  alterations 
in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  assessed  for  the  ensuing 
year  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  as  determined  by  the 
school  board  in  its  annual  report. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board 
to  install  water  in  the  Village  School,  and  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  this  purpose. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  allowances 
towards  high  school  transportation,  and  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  this  purpose. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  work  with  the  school  board  in  making  a  study  of  the  gram- 
mar school  needs  of  the  district  to  report  at  the  next  district 
meeting. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  elect  to  approve  of  the 
inclusion  of  its  officers  and  employees  (other  than  those

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alstead : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools : 

This  is  the  first  peace-time  school  year  since  1941.  There 
is  little  need  to  review  all  the  problems  the  schools  have  had 
to  cope  with  during  the  period  of  national  crisis.  Probably  the 
greatest  problem  has  been  in  the  field  of  personnel.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  war  era  there  were  hardly  more  than  enough 
teachers  to  fill  all  the  classrooms.  The  colleges  and  universi- 
ties were  graduating  only  enough  new  teachers  to  take  care  of 
a  moderate  turnover.  The  enrollments  of  teacher-candidates 
had  been  falling  off  since  depression  days.  The  low  wage- 
scales  then  in  existence  and  the  generally  unsatisfactory  living 
and  working  conditions,  as  compared  to  office  and  other  types 
of  work,  were  not  very  appealing  to  high  school  graduates. 

Immediately  following  this  country's  entry  into  the  war  and 
the  expansion  of  armament  production,  industry  launched  a 
campaign  for  new  workers,  offering  high  wages  and  ideal 
working  conditions.  Many  teachers  took  advantage  of  these 
offers.  The  armed  forces  also  made  attractive  overtures  with 
the  result  that  the  schools  lost  more  teachers.  These  three  fac- 
tors account  in  a  large  measure  for  the  shortage  of  teachers 
today.  Present  indications  are  that  the  situation  will  continue 
to  get  worse  for  several  years,  particularly  in  the  elementary 
field. 

There  are  high  school  teachers  returning  from  the  war 
effort  and  there  shouldn't  be  too  great  a  shortage  of  these 
another  year,  except  in  certain  fields.  The  rural  situation  is 
really  acute.  There  are  no  people  preparing  for  rural  schools, 
and  haven't  been  for  a  number  of  years.  The  living  conditions 
are  unsatisfactory  in  the  rural  areas.  It  has  been  impossible 
to  find  any  kind  of  living  accomomodations  for  the  teachers 
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in  some  communities.  Other  districts  have  been  forced  to 
furnish  transportation  to  a  largier  community  in  order  to  have 
a  teacher. 

Today,  almost  every  teacher  is  looking  for  a  single  grade, 
or  at  most,  two  grades  in  a  larger  community.  Many  rural 
schools  have  been  closed  and  others  will  need  to  be  as  the 
number  of  available  teachers  diminishes. 

"We  are  fortunate  in  having  nearly  the  same  teachers  as 
last  year.  Miss  Grete  Meienborn  of  Keene,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers  College,  is  the  new  home  economics  teacher.  It  was 
impossible  to  find  a  teacher  for  the  East  Alstead  school  until 
the  winter  term.  There  are  still  many  schools  in  the  state 
Avithout  necessary  teachers.  Mrs.  Margaret  Haynes,  an  ex- 
perienced teacher  who  has  taught  in  several  New  Hampshire 
communities  is  taking  the  six  lower  grades.  The  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  pupils  are  being  transported  to  the  village. 

NoAv  that  the  war  is  over  attention  must  be  given  to  im- 
provement of  the  facilities  for  the  younger  children.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  a  few  years  ago  to  make  a  study  of  this 
matter,  but  at  that  time  nothing  could  be  done.  Added 
enrollments  at  Vilas  make  it  necessary  that  more  room  be 
available  for  the  high  school  pupils.  This  means  that  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  must  be  provided  for  somewhere  else.  The 
village  school,  as  it  is  now.  does  not  have  enough  room  to 
accommodate  these  two  grades.  The  playground  area  is  en- 
tirely inadequate  for  the  size  of  the  school.  There  should  be 
water  in  every  school  building.  The  present  supply  is  not 
enough  to  allow  each  child  all  he  really  wants  for  drinking 
and  washing,  to  say  nothing  of  the  inconvenience  of  having  the 
water  carried  from  a  neighbor's.  A  committee  should  be 
appointed  to  work  with  the  school  board  on  a  study  of  the 
needs  of  the  district  and  make  a  report  at  some  future  time 
with  definite  recommendations.

BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Water  has  been  piped  into  the  East  Alstead  School  which 
is  a  great  convenience.  A  new  oil  burning  heater  was  installed 
to  replace  the  old  stove  which  was  badly  cracked. 

At  the  Village  school  the  outside  doors  were  rehung  to 
conform  to  the  "Cocoanut  Grove"  Law  which  requires  that  all 
exit  doors  to  public  buildings  open  outward.  The  front  steps 
were  also  rebuilt.  An  easel  was  built  for  the  primary  building. 
A  new  door  frame  was  put  into  the  cellar  entrance  and  a  num- 
ber of  broken  or  badly  cracked  lights  of  glass  were  replaced. 

At  Vilas  school  the  floors  were  refinished,  a  majority  of 
the  windoAv  sills  were  painted,  and  the  front  of  the  stage  and 
base  boards  were  varnished.  The  oil  burner,  the  vacuum  con- 
trol on  the  heating  system,  and  the  clock  were  overhauled  and 
checked.  The  drives  were  tarred  and  the  tennis  court  lines 
were  painted. 

Other  minor  repairs  were  made  as  needed  at  all  other 
schools. 

Robert  F.  Wood  of  East  Alstead  presented  two  original 
engravings  of  Abraham  Lincoln  which  were  made  from  the 
original  negative  made  shortly  after  the  presidential  election

in  November,  1860,  by  Alex  Hesler  of  Chicago.    These  are  much 
appreciated. 

VILAS  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  school  has  shown  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  buying 
war  stamps  and  bonds.  Each  room  has  its  own  cashier  and 
then  there  is  a  head  cashier. 

Dancing  classes  have  been  held  weekly  and  the  students 
enjoy  them  immensely. 

The  Vilas  High  School  basketball  team  was  again  one  of 
the  four  Class  C  teams  chosen  to  enter  the  Annual  Tournament 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  For  the  second  consecu- 
tive time  the  Vilas  boys  won  the  Class  C  championship  and 
also  had  three  members  of  the  squad  chosen  on  the  ''All  State" 
team. 

A  beautiful  plaque  and  gold  basketballs  were  presented  to 
the  members  of  the  squad. 

A  sum  of  sixty-five  dollars  was  donated  toward  the  pur- 
chase of  an  electric  score  board. 

Socials  are  held  at  intervals  during  the  school  year.  Each 
class  sponsors  one  social.  Poise,  manners,  and  social  ethics 
are  strongly  stressed  at  these  gatherings. 

As  in  previous  years  student  leaders  were  elected  for  each 
major  sport  and  have  participated  in  organizing  the  girls' 
intramural  sports  program.  The  activities  last  spring  included 
a  basketball  play  day  at  Springfield,  Vermont. 

During  the  fall  the  junior  and  senior  girls  were  particularly 
interested  in  tennis  and  in  tlieir  physical  education  classes,  and 
noon  activity  periods  developed  fundamental  playing  skills  and 
an  enthusiasm  for  an  activity  which  will  provide  valuable 
recreation  for  mature  use  of  leisure  time.  Soccer  also  provided 
an  opportunity  to  enjoy  a  team  sport  during  the  fall. 

In  addition  to  the  intramural  basketball  schedule  for  the 
winter  the  girls  have  played  one  game  with  the  alumni.  Later 
activities  will  include  voile}'  ball,  folk  dancing,  gymnastics,  and 
stnnts,  and  softball  in  the  spring. 
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The  students  of  the  Commercial  Department  mimeographed 
programs  for  the  Walpole  High  School  Fair  in  addition  to  those 
of  the  Vilas  Fair  and  Plays. 

In  the  Christmas  issue  of  the  Vilas  Vernacular,  an  attempt 
was  made  to  contact  every  graduate  in  an  effort  to  acquaint 
the  students  Avith  the  occupational  opportunities  in  the  local 
community  in  whatever  other  towns  and  cities  the  alumni  are 
now  situated.  In  the  absence  of  a  regular  Art  Department,  the 
school  paper  provided  an  outlet  for  artistic  talent  displayed  by 
many  of  the  students.  The  section  editors  strove  for  origin- 
ality in  set  up  and  treatment  of  their  various  departments. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  is  especially  large  this 
year  with  an  enrollment  of  approximately  sixty  girls. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  preservation  of  food,  the  Freshmen 
and  Sophomore  girls  successfully  dehydrated  apples  and  celery 
on  drying  racks  made  by  the  shop  boys,  and  covered  by  the 
girls  themselves. 

At  the  Annual  School  Fair  the  foods  were  exhibited  in 
addition  to  the  many  displays  from  the  other  classes  and  the 
community.  More  than  350  people  visited  us  during  the  day 
and  both  the  Agricultural  Department  and  the  Home  Economics 
Department  felt  more  than  repaid  for  their  efforts. 

During  the  winter  months  the  Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment is  cooperating  on  a  plan  to  give  balanced  lunches  to  all 
those  who  desire  them.  The  first  month  the  number  wanting 
the  lunches  increased  from  50  to  100  and  has  remained  steady 
at  that  number.  The  number  of  I/2  pints  of  milk  sold  in- 
creased from  50  to  150.  This  is  encouraging  not  only  because 
it  enables  us  to  give  the  pupils  the  food  they  need,  but  also  in 
development  of  new  food  habits,  especially  for  the  underweight 
children. 

The  Junior  and  Senior  girls  are  concentrating  on  family 
relationships  and  community  cooperation ;  taking  for  their 
project  the  making  of  12  children's  coats  for  the  Red  Cross. 

In  connection  with  the  study  of  children  the  class  had  a 
demonstration  group  from  the  community  nursery  school  to 
which  they  gave  suitable  home-made  toys. 
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During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  Miss  Meienborn  has  also 
made  approximately  50  home  visits  in  an  efforts  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  the  homes  and  parents  of  the  home 
economics  girls,  thus  enabling  the  work  in  the  department  to 
be  more  pertinent. 

Last  May  three  young  students  attended  the  State  Forensic 
Contest  which  was  held  in  Laconia,  N.  H.  Here  they  entered  in 
the  humorous  declamation  and  extemporaneous  sections.  We 
were  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  one  of  our  boys  won  second 
prize  for  his  extemporaneous  speech. 

As  the  future  of  many  of  our  graduates  was  uncertain  in 
the  year  1945,  for  the  theme  of  our  program  we  decided  that 
' '  The  Student  Faces  Tomorrow 's  World ' '  would  be  most  applic- 
able. From  this  we  chose  the  most  permanent  factor,  that  of 
education.  The  four  honor  pupils  wrote  and  delivered  essays 
on  the  following  subjects:  "Traditional  Education,"  "Func- 
tional Education,"  "Progressive  Education,"  and  "Future 
Education."  Four  tableaux  were  presented  to  illustrate  these 
topics.  The  first  showed  the  statue  of  the  Greek  goddess 
Minerva,  the  spirit  of  education.  The  second  portrayed  a 
typical  group  of  high  school  students  during  a  class  period. 
The  third  depicted  an  artist  painting  a  portrait  of  a  young 
girl.  The  fourth,  a  student  standing  before  the  Statue  of 
Liberty,  symbolized  the  many  hopes  and  dreams  of  every  young 
American. 

The  English  classes  were  again  pleased  to  visit  the  Shedd- 
Porter  Librarj^  and  browse  through  the  many  books  and 
magazines.  As  many  of  the  students  have  become  members  of 
the  Student  Book  Guild  and  have  started  libraries  of  their 
own,  it  is  certainly  worth  while  to  have  this  grand  opportunity. 

In  the  English  classes  this  year  a  great  deal  of  stress  has 
been  placed  upon  the  development  of  poise  and  technique 
through  oral  interpretation. 

One  group  of  students  presented  a  debate  for  the  South 
Acworth  Women's  Club.  The  subject  was  on  compulsory  mili- 
tary training  in  the  United  States  for  boys  from  18-21  years. 
From  this,  good  arguments  based  upon  logical  reasoning  were 
developed  and  delivered  intelligently. 
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More  work  of  this  type  is  being  encouraged. 

Following  the  trend  of  the  agricultural  high  schools  of 
the  state,  most  of  the  Vilas  High  School  boys  enrolled  in  the 
vocational  agricultural  course.  The  Junior-Senior  group  is 
made  up  of  seven  boys  representing  the  towns  of  Langdon, 
Marlow,  Acworth  and  Charlestown ;  the  Freshmen-Sophomore 
group  is  comprised  of  twenty  boys  representing  Acworth,  Mar- 
low,  Alstead,  Gilsum,  Charlestown  and  Langdon. 

Their  work  is  centered  around  the  major  farm  enterprises 
of  this  area.  In  order  to  enable  them  to  have  as  great  an  under- 
standing of  the  problems  of  these  enterprises  as  possible,  they 
are  first  given  the  more  simple  lessons  and  the  ones  that  are 
felt  to  be  most  immediately  necessary.  Gradually  this  work, 
as  outlined  in  their  Four  Year  Plan,  tends  to  evolve  into 
ownership  problems;  that  is,  managerial  problems  calling  for 
the  forming  of  decisions  based  on  factors  learned.  New  ideas 
influencing  these  decisions  are  gathered  during  field  trips, 
from  up  to  date  magazine  articles  and  advertisements,  moving 
pictures,  radio  commentary,  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture reports,  and  exchange  of  views  and  experiences  of 
various  farm  folk. 

The  years  just  passed  have  shown  the  worthwhile  use 
which  can  and  should  be  made  of  farm  shop.  The  need  may 
possibly  not  be  as  urgent  now,  but  the  boys  do  know  that  they 
can  fit  the  farm  shop  into  their  farm  program.  For  instance, 
some  of  the  articles  made  or  in  the  making,  that  come  under 
this  heading  are  chicken  hoppers,  grit  hoppers,  grain  scoops, 
grain  box,  single-trees  and  eveners,  seedling  flats,  wheel- 
barrows, funnels,  "doodle-bug"  tractors,  trailers,  milking 
stools,  eye-bolts,  cold  chisels,  punches,  etc.  Work  other  than 
that  which  is  an  aid  to  the  farm  enterprise  is  discouraged. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year,  the  boys  successfully 
participated  in  the  "Fair  of  the  Monadnock  Region"  and  then 
helped  to  promote  their  own  school  fair  which  was  evidently 
enjoyed  by  the  student  body  and  their  friends. 

As  in  the  past,  these  groups  participated  in  the  Inter- 
scholastic   Judging   Contest   held   at   the    University    of   New 
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Hampshire  in  October,  and  gave  a  very  creditable  account  of 
themselves  as  they  topped  the  state  in  the  sweepstakes  totals. 

The  boys  have  lately  revived  the  Vilas  Chapter  of  Future 
Farmers  and  plan  to  have  delegates  attend  the  state  meeting, 
this  coming  spring. 

I  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  the  excellent  support 
and  cooperation  received  from  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils.
